Tlio art of laundering summer goods is 


not a difficult one to acquire. Alter the 
garments are washed clean, rinso through 
two waters, having the second one slight- 
ly blue. Every trace of soap must be re- 
moved if they look clear, and this can be 
accomplished only by thorough rinsing. 
Prepare a starch by putting a cupful of 
lump starch in a kettle, pour on a pint of 
cold water and stir until smooth. Then 
pour in boiling water aud cook until 
clear, stirring constantly. 
Dissolve a 


level teaspoonful of borax iu boiling wa- 
ter aud add it to the starch. The borax 
will keep the irons from sticking and 
gives the work a gloss. If it is too thick 
when it cools, pour water in. it until it is 
the proper consistency. Into this, starch 
dip dresses, shirt waists, trimmed por- 
tions of underclothing, skirts to within, a 
foot of the top, aprons, etc. Skirts must 
be stiff to make the summer dresses look 
well, but not stiff enough to rattle. Han;." 
the dainty colored fabrics in the shade 
until dry; then, dampen and roll tightlj 
for several hours before ironing. 


Embroidery should be straightened out 


and ironed on the wrong side to make the 
pattern show nicely. Smooth the lace out 
on the ironing board while it is damp, 
spread a thin white cloth over it and inm 
carefully until dry.

When a Clilld Is III. 


An older child will be able to'describe 


its bad feelings. 
If they are serious, it 


will be well to get the advice of the doc- 
t"r. A cull at tho very outset may savn 
days of sickness. Three things the moth- 
er can always do safely when a child is 
ailing. First, restrict or stop all food. 
There will be no danger oV'starvatiou. 
People live for a month or more without 
any food whatever, and many a child is 
benefited by absolute fasting for a day or 
two. 


The young child about to be sick usual- 


ly refuses to partake of food, and in 
many instances that is the first indica- 
tion to the mother that lie is ailing. 
When this sign becomes manifest, it is 
advisable, not to force the food, but to 
trust to the child's inclinations, and usu- 
ally we do not go astray. If he will take 
his food in smaller quantities at the reg- 
ular intervals, well and good, but if he 
absolutely refuses you caa take comfort 
in the fact that he may go from 24 to 4S 
hours without food with no danger of the 
slightest injury. 


Second, the mother can make sure that 


the bowels are open. A mild dose of cas- 
tor oil will do no harm in any event aud 
often clears up the trouble as by magic. 


Third, the mother can prevent exposure 


to cold aud net and enforce quiet. An 
uneasy and fretful child is often better 
off if put quietly to bed.

Set the 
bo\\l or crock containing it in a dish, \\ith 
cold -unlcr to the depth of an inch, aud 
cover \ v i t h a linen clotli—rliee^ocloth is 
ni>\t ")i"-t to linen --letting the CM'.S of the 
cloth come down and tuck in the water 
under the bowl.

•estion ot the lungs or brain may be to 
ome extent relieved by counter irritants 
pplied superficially to the chest and the 
tack of the neck. 
Several stages or degrees of counter ir- 
itation arc possible of production, some- 
imes bj use of the same remedy.

xnniple, with an application of mustard 
no may produce simple redness of the 
kin, or by a longer application or « 
reater proportion of mustard ingredient 
listers may be produced. Strong mus- 
ard plasters applied to patients who 


e unconscious of pain have even pro- 


uced sloughing surfaces. 
In iriitating cough, particularly that 
f consumption, applications of iodine to 
36 chest are often of much benefit, the 
ffcct being due to the temporary supei- 
cial congestion thus artificially estab- 
shed.

New York papers of June 18 have 


notified us that Sir Henry Hamilton

There is nothing wonderful in that 


incident. It corresponds with the ex- 
perience of nil men who have first in- 
vaded any solitude in which the so 
called brute creation had not yet learn- 
ed how to fear man, the only being 
who can be a brute because the only 
one who can choose between brutality 
and nobility, who can prefer the 
wretched excitements of wars, murder, 
destruction, to the boundless joys of 
peace, life and beauty.

How can we In the midst of the most 
intensely materialistic progress that 
the earth ever-exhibited? In our hun- 
ger and thirst for wealth at any cost 
and as rapidly as possible not even the 
artist finds much room anywhere, since 
the grand ultimatum of all real art is 
completion, perfection in some form of 
beauty appealing to the best and high- 
est aspirations of the soul, the beauty 
that imitates the precise scientific proc- 
esses of nature—processes which take 
time as an indispensable element in all 
that Is worth doing. Modern progress 
is bent upon suppressing time, lacks 
taste for all that is not accomplished 
with great rapidity; hence the increas- 
ed ^nsolved problems we evolve in our 
cyOnlc modes of life, in our vortexlike 
activities. Experts in the disease of in- 
sanity tell us that most insane people 
are unable to be quiet except in the 
ebbing periods, when a certain degree 
of reason reasserts a certain form of 
order in mental phenomena. That is 
not very flattering to the intense pres- 
sure that presides over most of our 
present tendencies while neglecting all 
work in healthy social life, without 
which all is, inartistic, incomplete. 


And why should not human develop- 


ment rest on the same peaceful, rhyra- 
Ic, universal laws which in all direc- 
tions produce the greatest effects with 
the minimum expenditure of force- 
while never in n hurry, yet never luck- 
ing time? 
Even the lowest animal 


forms endowed with great power re- 
spect those around, however insignifi- 
cant in size and force for purposes 
of self defense, when no obstacles 
stand in the way to satisfy their nat- 
ural needs, as exhibited all over the 
planet and especially exemplified by 
the incident above mentioned. Through 
no other natural processes or laws 
could we have the boundless diversity 
of nuimal species perpetuated through 
centuries. There is nothing brutal or 
cruel in nature outside of man when 
be prefers to satisfy his lower instincts 
rather than the higher, and it is in- 
variably froTtn the supposed high types 
that humanity has suffered or been 
kept on the plane of eternal disturb- 
ances, evolving the most repulsive de- 
formities because of fundamental re- 
pudiations of the most important nat- 
ural laws, laws of full development 
for all forms. 


Let all men have what they need lor 


their healthy growth, as nature fur- 
nishes for all animal life, give them 
tbe freedom of God's universe, grant 
them tbe full ownership of all their 
faculties, don't establish any restric- 
tions but those indispensable to equal 
opportunities and full manhood for 
every human being, that each may 
grow 
in any 
given direction 
ac- 


cording to the bent of their own in- 
dividuality, since each comes with an 
especial taste for an especial useful 
function, don't force anybody to do 
what would suit somebody else for his 
own selfish purposes, nnd each man 
shall become an artist in his own oc- 
cupation through life, and each one 
shall work ont his own best destinies 
•while enabling everybody else to do 
the same. But, then, thnt requires an 
artistic progress, a scientific clviliza^ 
tlon, in accord witb tbe scientific and 
artistic cosmos In the midst of which 
we all have been placed by tbe Artist 
of the infinite. 


And, oh, tbe pity of it! Try to ap- 


proach that subject when talking witb 
fine, intelligent, superior people, those 
anyhow who control everything worth 
having under modern existence, and 
they will soon mnnnge 1o carry the con- 
versation Into channels us clear as 
mud, Into ideals as narrow and mean 
as those of their prototypes Iivonoh pe-

ground, he brings the backs of his tint 
hands together in front of his nose and, 
di.cirinp: them into the earth, makes a. 
stroke just as a man does when he is 
swimming. lie repeats the stroke again 
and asrain nntil he is soon out of sight be- 
Iow_tbe surface. As he goes through the 
earth he twists his head from one side to 
tho other and up and down, searching for 
earthworms and other dainties, ol' which 
he eats great numbers in the course of: the 
-4 hours. When he tinds an earthworm, 
he seizes it with the outer surfaces of his 
fXire paws and crams it into his mouth, bit 
by bit, munching all the while, like a 
greedy.boy eating a banana. 
When he 


is fed in captivity, the crunching on the 
gritty particles in the bodies of the worms 
can be- heard at a distance of several 
yards. 


When in his burrow, a mole can move 


backward almost as fast as he can move 
forward, and when for any reason he 
moves over the surface of the ground he 
runs on the edges ot his front paws, with 
the backs of the hitter toward each other. 


It is difficult to believe how quickly a 


mole Can work his way into the earth 
unless one has actually watched nnd 
timed him. Lnst spring- n kind neighbor 
sent me word that her gardener had with 
great trouble caught a mole which had 
been playing havoc in the garden nnd 
nsked 1C I did not wish to come over nnd 
exatnrne. it. 
1 accepted the invitation, 


and. finding the mole an unusually line 
specimen, 1 at once began taking notes 
on the speed with which he could bury 
himself. 
The flower beds were well cul- 


tivated and soft from recent rjiin, and nt 
the first attempt Mr. Mole was out of 
sifcbt in five seconds. Just as his tnil was 
disappearing I caught hold of it nnd puli- 
i'd him out. to give him another trial. • At 
(he nexi attempt ho was gone in n little 
river three seconds, and again I pulled 
him out, to-sec if be could hotter this 
splendid record. He did not try again at 
mice, hut ran about, as though searching 
for a partieulnrly likely spot. 
At last 


he found it. nnd down went his front 
paws, with his long snout between thorn. 
I could see th:it he was going to break 
i he record, nnd just ns his- tail was going 
Into the earth I put out my hand to seize 
il. 
But, alas, my fingers closed on (he
